For an election official to pry into the m inner in which any man votes is made a 
felony punishable with imprisonment in the penitentiary and should any such 
case occur the offender will be prosecuted to the full extent of the law. 


In order for a man to vote without committing a penitentiary offense, he 
must not only be duly registered in the precinct where he offers to vote, but he 
must also possess all the qualifications of a legal voter, and in cases of prevTbus 
conviction of any crin>e which deprives a man of the ri.-jht to vot“^, he cannot 
vote unless he shall have been duly restored to the rights of citizenship aocorJin?

That the teeth that last the longest are 
necessarily harder than those that decay 
soonest, he said, dees not necessarily fol­ 
low, and the reverse is often true, the real 
reason for decay of the teeth being acids 
in the mouth caused by debris of food 
that may rest there and become fermented 
by the micro organisms that are always 
in the mouth. 
Acids thus created, he said, disintegrate 
lime salts, and they attack and cause the 
hardest teeth to decay, if they can but 
find entrance to the bi^dy of the tooth, by 
means of some natural fissure in the 
enamel, which is often fmu'd in teeth of 
the very best quality. 
Hence, he argued, 
the only sure prevention of decay is the 
most perfect cleanliufss of the mouth, 
particularly at night, when the opportun­ 
ity for the microbes to carry on their dis­ 
integrating work is much longer than be­ 
tween meals in the daytime. 
Dr, Brackett commended an idea of a 
Philadelphia demist who takes a contract 
to preserve the teetli of his patients, 
charging them a nominal sum to keep 
their teeth clean by means of a monthly 
scouring with 
pumice. 
So 
salutary is 
that simple treatment in their preserva­ 
tion that he voluntarily eng.iges to repair 
without extra charge any evidences of de­ 
cay that appear from time to time during 
hiy care of the teeth.

and is aptly descriptive of the peculiar 
character of the country in which this 
stream has its source.

Nearly all of the Indian tribes of the 
Southern plains region had names for the 
North Canadian w'hich signifies “ the River 
of the W'olf."

side Which the Ribs W'ere Hung in a 
Tree,” 
With such 
a 
wealth of other 
names from which to choose, it is a matter 
of regret that it has not been identified as 
something other than a ftiere "fo ry of the 
Canadian. Inasmuch as it is probar>ly the 
longest river in the world in proportion to 
its wi<lth and, moveover, because it is 
probablv spanned b y more b rid g e s than 
any other single streani, it eertainly pos­ 
sesses sufficient distinctiveness to warrant 
a name of its ow-n and therefore deserves 
to be rechristened.

States government, through the p atent of­ 
fice at W ashington, distribute<l a quantity 
of tea seed among the p lanters of .South 
Carolina and other coast states, but not 
having the knowledge or the ap p aratus 
for curing the leaven, they treate<l the 
p lant as ornamental rather than useful and 
m many of the dooryards throughout the 
state are healthy and well grown tea 
f 
ilants that are greatly admired for their 
oliage. 
It wa* not imtil IfW that tea culture 
w*8 undertaken in a serious manner, and 
then Mr, I.e Due, l.^iited Stntes commis­ 
sioner of agrienltnre during the Hayes ad- 
niinistriition, emp loyed a tea p lanter from 
India named Joiin Jackson to conduct a 
series of p ractical exp eriments here. 
The 
retirement of Mr. I.e FHic and the illness 
of Mr. Jackson, however, can-ied them to 
be abandoned before the demonstration 
w aj in any way comp lete, and tea tielld* on 
the farm at Summerville were allowed to 
take care of themselves until the sp ring 
of 1887, when it was p urchased by l>r. 
Charles U. Shep ard of Cliarle'ton. 
He 
p runed the tea p lants and studied their 
habits and p icked and cured the leaves 
with such succcss that it attracted the at­ 
tention of .Secretary Wilson. 
The latter 
came to Phiehurst to make a p ersonal in­ 
vestigation ami entered into Dr. Shep ­ 
ard’» work with hi? characteristic common 
sense. 
He sent to China through the De 
p artment of .State for a quantity of Drag 
on’» I’ool seed, from which the tea used 
by the imp erial court is grown and which 
is too rare for exp ortation. 
Together 
Prof. Wilson and Dr. Shep ard conducted 
their exp eriments until the demonstratioti 
was comp lete and satisfactory, and it was 
•ottled beyond p eradventure that tea could 
made one of the stap le p roducts of the 
United States, of a fp -,ality as good as 
any imp ort&d from other p arts 
of 
the 
world. 
THE DOMESTIC TRA IS PrttF., 
The Summerville tea differs, however, 
in aeveral resp ects from that we get from 
China, Jap an, India or Ceylon. 
It p os­ 
sesses 
p urity, 
strength, 
freedom 
from 
aitringency and is cured without the u.->c 
of drugs, dyes or any ulterior substaucci» , 


which are almost invariably introduced 
into imp orted teas. 
Anyone who ha.s vis­ 
ited the tea godowiis of China and Jap an 
and ha.s seen the indelible stains on the 
arms of the woman mixers reaching as 
high as their shoulders will never believe 
the claims that Jap an teas are not arti- 
iicially colored. 
It is 
not 
denied 
that 
lamp black and other chemicals are used 
habitually to give the teas the color that 
IS demanded by American customers, but 
at Pineluirst it is p roduced by a mechani­ 
cal p rocess invented by Dr Shep ard him­ 
self for the oxidizing of the leaves without 
resort to drugs. 
“Ail tea leaves.” said Dr. 
Shep ard, “must be subjected to two p roc 
esses 
namely, rolling, which breaks the 
oily ceils that contain the p rincip les for 
brewing the hevcra.t;e, and, second, sp read- 
inir them so (hat they will dry and cure 
without fermentation or decay. 
'I'he leaf 
thus cured consfitutos green tea, the near­ 
est ap p roach to natural conditions. 
Black 
tea is p roduced by the introduction of two 
additional p rocesses which cause the green 
leaf to oxiilize, or change color. 
In O ri­ 
ental countries this oxidation or diange 
of color is p roduced by the use of chem­ 
icals and by the use of the naked hands 
and feet. 
In the I’inehurst factory we 
have machines that restrict manual labor 
to that final culling which removes foreign 
substances and objectionable leaves from 
the tea. 
O ur sterilizer consists of a ro­ 
tary cylinder which satisfactorilv .sterilizes 
the enzymes, or soluhle oxidizing fer­ 
ments, in the freshly p lucked leaf by di­ 
recting a current of hot air at rtX) degrees 
Fahrenheit up on it as it falls several hun­ 
dred times through the diameter of the 
tube as it continue^ to revolve. 
The fric- 
ti<m of the p articles of tea up on e.ich other 
in a current of warm air causes a chem­ 
ical change and color than can only other­ 
wise be obtained by adulteration.” 
Dr. .Shep ard does n<>t consider tea cul­ 
ture any longer an exp eriment. 
He l>e- 
lieves that tea can be p roduced at almost 
any p lace along the South .^.tlantic coast, 
w h e r e the '^oil and climate are similar to 
those rif Summerville. 
He estimates that 
$.s<MKX) !>> amp le cap ital to p urchase the 
land, p rovide the buildings and machinery 
and to p ut an enterp rise on its feet 
Hut 
those who unilertake it mu>t understand 
that it reip iires a great deal of p ains, p a­ 
tience, care and a hisher degree of intelli- 
genre and botanical knowledge than i'’ 
nceiled f o r ordinary farming. 
He lielieves 
t'iiat with the p rotection of a rea;.onab!e 
duty oiir p eop b.- could '•up p ly a very large 
p art of the l(KJ millions noiinds which co.st 
us nearly 5<i million dollars a year.

In one hundred and fifty answers to the 
question in the class of l*>i)6, fifty-two men 
had no p ersonally earned income during

For the second year (in figuring 
for the salary for which estimates for the 
last three months had to be given, based 
as accurately as p ossible up on the p resent 
, rate of salary or income), forty-five men 
j were receiving no salary; 
eighteen men 
■ were receiving less than $l,00i). and seven- 
1 ty-three men over $1.000.

will b e held within sixty days after the 
petition is filed if the required proportion 
—10 per cent—of voters who voted for 
caayor at the last city election i» found 
to have signed the petition. 
The met'ting to b e held Saturday night 
is for the purpose of checking the names 
already on the petition and ascertaining 
the numb er yet to b e secured. 
W orkers 
in ea^h ward will then b e appointed to cir- 
calate the petition with instructions to 
complete the list of signatures within a 
week. Tliis will insute an election on the 
question during the month of June. 
If the people vote to adopt the com- 
miision form of government, it will take 
effect next spring when the present city 
administration retires. 
Instead of elect- i 
mg a mayor and memb ers of the council I 
next year the voters will elect a mayor ‘ 
and four commissioners. 
The ward rep­ 
resentation will b e ab andoned, and the 
city will b e divided mto election precincts. 
The five commissioners will b e nomi­ 
nated at a primary election and voted 
u p o n b y all the voters in Kansas City, 
Kansas, without reference to ward limita­ 
tions. 
In Kansas the women are permitted to 
vote in municipal elections and they are 
also allowed to vole upon the proposi­ 
tion to adopt the commission plan. 
In 
Leavenworth, where this form of govern­ 
ment wa* recently adopted, the b usiness 
men who conducted the campaign were 
aided b y the women who voted almost 
unanimously 
for 
it. 
The 
jointkeepers 
and the gamb lers were united against the 
proposition. 
The enab ling act authoriring the com­ 
mission form of government provides that 
the commissioners shall b e electc^d in "odd 
numb ered years.” 
The mayors are elect­ 
ed in the cities of Kansas under the pres­ 
ent law in odd numb ered years, so that 
Mayor Cornell will complete his adminis­ 
tration after the plan is adopted. 
The 
terms of all citv officers elected b y the peo­ 
ple, such as city clerk and city treasurer, 
will also expire at that time 
The com­ 
missioners are authorired to appoint these 
officers under the commission plan. 
The ob ject of holding the election for 
adopting the plan this summer is to give 
ample time for preparation for the inau­ 
guration of the new system in case the 
voters declare themselves in favor of it. 
The provisions of the law for the regu­ 
lation of pub lic service corporations and 
for the control of franchises have awak­ 
ened a general interest in the movement

steep, 
g rass g rown 
banks on both 
sides, as 
thoug h it had 
been at some time g raded so. 
True, it 
has been g raded to far below the level of 
the surrounding s, bat not at any one par­ 
ticular time. 
The g rading down has been 
done by the wear and tear of many years 
of travel. 
A down hill curve for about 
the leng th of two city blocks bring s me 
near a wi.x>den bridg e over a branch and 
a byway, as much traveled as the main 
hig hway, leads me to the left a few paces 
over the g rave! spots and g rassy levels of 
a pretty g len throug h which the brook 
run.s. 
A long step or two over the rocks 
in the little stream and I am at the spring , 
taking 
drink from its big wooden horse 
troug h like a horse, standmg . There is a 
local tradition that whoever drinks from 
the waters of this spring must some day 
come back to Arrow Rock to live and die 
there, or at least never g et over the feei­ 
ng of a mig hty wanting to. 
Many years 
ag o I first drank of these waters and I 
have considerable faith in that tradition. 
It is true in my case and among the many 
I have met in the world outside the old 
tow’n, who have been there, not one but 
has felt the same way. 
The spring g ushes out as thoug h boiling 
Over from a little pocket in the steep hill­ 
side, seven or eig ht feet above the level 
bottom along 
the 
branch. 
It iseems to 
come from the loose, damp, alluvial moss 
covercd soil of the bank side like a wet 
weather spring or one of those we M is­ 
sourians term “a mud vein.” 
But looking 
down into its swirls and airveting s one 
sees throug h its clear, ag itated turmoils 
the clean, white base rock and the crevices 
throu>;h which the waters g ush up\yard 
eag er for the world and freedom and lig ht. 
The main 
flow is 
diverted into a big , 
rotmd, iron tank, larg er than an ordinary 
flour barrel a little below the .^pring -rnouth 
and thence by a two-inch pipe down into 
a long 
o.iken 
troug h 
at a convenient 
heig ht above level g round for stock w ater­ 
ing . 
Over tlie di-'tant end of the tr<>ug h 
the cle.ir water pours in a .« heet like a 
miniature waterfall to add its volume to 
the ripples of the little branch which never 
g oes dry below the big spring . 
All down 
the bank side from tlie spring ’s first g ush 
to earth’s stirface are little streamlets of 
waters that escape the thrall of tank and 
pipe and troug h, and each in its own fre; 
{ way plays hide and seek down the slop; 
throug h moss and soil and over rock to 
meet and g o .iway with its own kind and 
kin in the brook which comes from minor 
spring s and seeps above. 
h is most healthful water, free from 
org anic or mineral sub>.tances as few 
spring s art' 
It cnmes frotn th<* rising 
' g round <>ppo<iitc to the ridg e on which 
¡the town .stands and from sources uncon- 
¡laminated by the pollution of somewhat 
jfong ested human habitation for g enera- 
tion.i. The old spring has never been af- 
fectcd by seasons of excessive rain or 
droug ht either in the quantity or quality 
of its water since times beyond the record 
of white men or tradition of the Indians, 
During the droug ht of 1901, tl',e mo.<t se­ 
vere ever known in this reg ion, when 
■nearly every well and spring in the whole 
country.'ide went <!ry and all the cisterns 
g ave out, the old spring at Arrow Rock 
flowed rig ht along a« plentifully as ever. 
People came f(jr miles around to haul 
water from it for household necessities 


and many droves of thirsty stock w<re 
driven in and watered there daily. There 
was water in plenty for all and more. 
Now at aiiy time when cisterns alwut 
town g ive out, as they will at times, no- 
Ijody worries. 
The standby of the old 
spring is close at hand, the trip there with 
water barrels on wag on or sled and the 
filling and return more of a pleasurable 
pastime than a hardship or jnconvenience. 
The slopes of the hillsides back of the 
spring anu all along the g len down in the 
branch ravine are dotted with tree and 
bush 
g rowth, 
oak, 
elm, 
black 
locust, 
maple, and now the uppermost parts of 
many of them are illumined with the 
g reen hare of the spring time’s first un­ 
folding leaves. 
There are many dw arf 
cedars on the slopes and here and there 
the weather stained rock strata protrudes 
and shades the ferns g rowing in the moist 
earth beneath. Mosses in infinite variety 
abound. Up on the hillside back of the 
spring I climbed and there, peeping out 
from blue g ra'ss shoots and tiny leaves of 
young clover, I found my first wood vio­ 
let of the j'ear. 
The narrow g len that homes both spring 
and branch is 
one 
where 
philosopher 
mig ht muse, poet dream, the weary rest 
and the disturbed tranquillize. 
Standing 
by tlie spring , one can look down this g len 
throup^h arching trees and fretwork of leaf 
and hmb and v of parted bluff line and 
catch g limpses of the big river of Missouri 
as it flows. 
But at this morning 
hour 
near 
the 
spring one is not left alone for long . 
It is 
the hour when incoming travelers along 
the big road turn aside to water hor.« e or 
mule or driven cattle and when a larg e 
portion of the stabled or lot-penned ani­ 
mals in town are broug ht for the moruing 
drink. Better than any of the water here­ 
abouts <io the dumb creatures like the 
water of the town spring . 
How the pa­ 
tient, hard working animals do enjoy it! 
They drink heartily, pause and drink ag am 
to final (satisfaction, and then play in it. 
flirting it about with extended upper lips as 
long as the m aster permiti. 
A cavalcade comes down thie old road 
and upon me as I loiter sing ly, in twos and 
threes, horses, mules and cows, some rid- 
den^ some led, some driven and some fol­ 
lowing . 
The cavaliers are young , old and 
middle açed, and both white and black. 
Mixed with the procession i.s a btmch of 
colored women with basket« ; on their arms 
I and a very Iwwleg g ed small black boy car- 
Irjing a butcher knife. 
These last are 
j b>>und for the hillsides to dig early spring 
g reens. 
There comes the big four-horse 
jliverv hack crowded with small lioys, who 
¡will nelp the iiveryman with the setni-an- 
nual washing of the vehicle in the branch, 
1 here is contention as to who will be let 
have the bijj spong e and after a splattering 
time over wheels and b<-)dy. dashboard and 
seats the p.anx « caftera to wade, to catch 
minnows that now are « iarting ab'^'ut, to 
'pile rocks on a land terrapin, to g et muddy 
and wet 
and cet what is cominx to them 
when they 
return 
home 
to 
shocked 
mothers. 
Suih thing s have been g oing on about 
the old spring smce long b<-iore you and i 
were born. 
In fact the beneficent spring , 
the g ood safe ferrying place over the river 
and the site atop the big bluff were the 
chief element« in founding the town and 
keeping it g oing after 
it 
was 
founded. 
Early pioneers, who crossed .'4f what the 
ndians had long named ‘ the .\rrow Rook” 
found the crossing practicable, convenient 
¡and time and distance saving , found the 
'big spring up the g len and drank from it, 
climbed the hill to the plateau on top, took 
a look all round and concluded that here 
was a mig hty g ood place to liave a town.

In a forg otten corner of the School of 
Science building at Princeton lie the re­ 
mains of the once cclebiatcd Rittenhouse 
orrery, ati ing enious mechanical contriv­ 
ance for illustm ting by actual model the 
motion of the planets in the^ir orbits. 
The story of this machine, which a cen­ 
tury ag o was the pride of America and 
the envy of Kurope. is a story of a fallen 
g reatness. 
In 1770 David Rittenhouse, one of the 
early .\m erican a.^tronomers, was a poor 
clockmaker at N orriton. Pa. 
Althoug h 
as old a# the Grerks. orreries until Rit- 
tenhouse's day had never l>een made to 
work satisfactorily. 
He. however, de­ 
vised one on such an improved method 
that in the spring of 1770, after employ­ 
ing more than three years in perfecting 
it and,after « pending far more for m a­ 
terials than he conld afford, he produced 
a machine whose educational value as an 
object lesson in astronomy was so g reat 
that its possession l>ecame at once a m at­ 
ter of competition. 
Dr. 
W illiam Smith, provost of the 
Utiiversity 
of 
Penn.vylvania, purposed 
buying it for the Philadelphia coHeg c, 
but conside.red the price exce.ssive. While 
he was trying to make up his nnnd to pay 
the amount, President W itherspoon of 
Princeton quietly went down to N orri­ 
ton, examined the wondrrful machine and 
promptly closed the deal by !a>ing down 
the $1,500 a.sked by Rittenhouse, 
'I'he 
chag rin of Provost iimith was intense and 
Rittenhouse was even charg ed with dis­ 
loyalty to his » täte and its university. 
The orrery was sliipped to Princeton 
an<l duly placed in the colleg e philosoph­ 
ical cabinet, w here it bei ame at otR-e it - 
mo« t valuable asset. 
W hrn the British 
and Hes.sians occupied Princeton In the 
winter ot 1776-1777 and ravag ed the vil 
lag e and neig hborhood, I.>ord Cornwallis 
g ave special directions that the Ritten­ 
house orrery should not be harmed, as he 
intended taking it to F.ng land a< a trophy 
of war. It was only the unexpected defeat 
encountered 
by 
the 
British* 
shortly 
afterw ard that prevented the orrery from 
crossing the .\tlantic 
Houg h handling by inquisitive soldiers 
did it some injury, but repairs w'ere made 
and after the Revolution it was as g ootl ai 
ever, Thomas Jefferson referred to It with 
enthusiasm ; poets sang its praises and f 'r 
many years it contuined to add to the 
fame of its maker, until at leng th America 
aw'oke to the fuct that s-'ientific illy it 
could never be more than a curiosity, 
and that Rittenhouse*» fame ,should rest 
rather on his astronomi.-al achievements 
than on a mere mechanical toy. 
The fir^t volume of the “Tranxacttons 
of the American Phi!os.iphical .Society" 
i -‘iitaitTs an elabf>rate d> ^cnption of the 
orrery. The planets repri

The Indian name 
of the nut ap p ears in English as Kiskl- 
tomas, Kisktj'om and Ktskylhomas. all of 
which are p robably corrup tions of the word 
Kwaskadamenne—a word which we trans­ 
late by the p hrase, “It must be cracked by 
the teeth." The Indians certainly had the 
secret of creating what Hump ty Dump ty 
called "p ortmanteau word» .*’ 
In the hungry days of sp ring, before the 
earth was p roducing other food, the In­ 
dians are said to have kep t off stan’ation 
by eating the young buds of the hickory. 
Having tried to follow in their footstep s, 
I found that the buds, while dclkriou* in 
flavor, are rather like a mixture of shoe- 
leather and wool in texture; so they can­ 
not have been a very satisfactory diet. 
There are many other trees of which a 
single variety has become connected with

“I can’t sell it to you," the dealer re­ 
p lied, "but I will lease it to you for fift>' 
years for $ 15.” 
“This is a dad-blamed funny kind of a 
joint,” the cowboy said. “I don't want to 
lease a gun; I want to own it.” 
He started to walk out but wa s called 
back by the dealer, 
who 
p atiently ex­ 
p lained that the last legislature of Texes 
had p « ssed a law which imp oses a te* of 
50 p er cent on the gross p roceeds from the 
sale of p i.stols. 
' If I sold you this six-shooter for $ 15 I 
would have to p ay the state a tax o i 
$ 7.50," the hardware man exp lained. 
“I 
can lease it to you, however, for frfty 
years and won’t have to p ay the state a ny - 
thing.”

The law vrhlcn was enacted for the p ur­ 
p ose of taxing p istols out of existence in 
Texas has been In effe<rt more than nine 
nionths. 
During that p eriod enly two 
p istols have been sold in Texas, according 
to the tax receip t records of the state 
comp troller’s office. One of these weap ons 
was sold the ctlier day In Amarillo for 
$ 15 and the dealer made a remittance of 
$ 7,50 tax on the sale to the state comp trol­ 
ler. 
The other p istol was sold at Gaines 
ville several weeks ago for $ 10, one-half 
of which sum p assed into the coffers of 
the state 
It is said, however, that dealers all over 
Texas are evading the new law by leas- 
mg p istols for p eriods of fifty years and 
more. 
This is p ractically the same as a 
sale, as the life of a six-shooter will hard­ 
ly exceed fifty years. The p romiscuous 
carrying of six-shooters has resulted in 
many killings in this state and the legisla­ 
ture hop ed to diminish the fatalities by 
making it as difficult as p ossible for a man 
to acquire one of the weap ons. 
Pistol 
“totmg,” as it is called, is not op enly 
p racticed in any p art of Texas. Many men 
still wear six-shooters, but the weations 
¡are secreted from the eyes of the officer« 
of the law. There has been a wonderful 
change throughout the Southwest in this 
resp ect during the last fifteen or twenty 
years. In the early days almost every na­ 
tive wore one or two six-shooters in hol­ 
sters attached to a belt around his waist 
It was the general custom and nothing 
was thoucht of it Then the moral wave 
which wip ed out gambling and Is about to 
do away with the saloon in Texas came 
along and the six-shooter lost its fibp u- 
larlty.

Mayor Beardsley is a trained and capable ex­ 
ecutiv e, thoroughly familiar with the details of 
city affairs. 
Under his superv ision the water works plant 
has been rehabilitated, the gas question settled, 
the street department equipped, public improv e­ 
ments to the extent of ^ rniilion dollars made out 
of the rev enues, the disgraceful accommodations 
for medical treatment at the city hall replaced by a 
modern emergency hospital and the Twelfth street 
traffic way started toward completion. In short« the 
large and complicated affairs of the city hav e been 
conducted on a good businesti basis. 
This is the sort of administration thit iny city 
might be proud to hav e the chance to continue.

He is a man who had accumulated a 
fortune and was a p hilanthrop ist of wide 
rep ute. He gave all his goods to feed the 
p oot^—iK)w he is in the p oor farm. 
And this is the sad ttory of a man wlio 
once was looked up to by society, whose 
name meant something among the p eop le 
of thit state. 
Now his name is just a 
p assing fancy, and p eop le who know of his 
unfortunate condition can only lay, “too 
bad!” 
He it the man who saved the 
of 
Goremor Russell; the man whose father 
w« t for yeart a trusted soldier in the 
TTfirt)^■third British regiment—tht> Duke 
of Wellington's famous band of soldiert. 
He could sp eak twelve different lan­ 
guages, and had been in abnut every civ­ 
ilized country in the world—but he is 
to-day without a chick or child in all 
the world. 
Dr. Sill—"the dear old doctor,’* thev 
affectionately call him at the charitable 
imtitution— 18 p laying his last cards. 
He 
is now 82 years old, with silvered hair 
and tottering footstep s. 
A kindly old 
man, but sadly unfortunate. 


A year ago he decidcd that he could 
not live more than six monthi, and there­ 
fore gave .-¡way all his p rop erty, retaining 
only enough money to keep him the rest 
of the year. 
The amount has been all used, *nd as 
he has no relative*, and nothing to live 
f.n , ho asked the county to care for him. 
The doctor was tli« son of Cap tain 
John .Sill, that favorite of the Enj^lish 
army, who was for years in the Thirty- 
third regiment, favorite of the Duke of 
Wellington, and who won fame for his 
battles in India. 
Cap fain Sill wa< at the Island of St. 
Helena when Dr. Sill, this son, was born 
and the hul grew up under army influ­ 
ence. 
He went with his father to many 
of the I'nglish countries and English p o.s- 
Rcssiims uhen a boy, and it was there he 
learned the languages of different p eo­ 
p les. 
He sp eaks Sp sini.« h with wonderful 
fluency, is a master 
of 
the 
German, 
French, Rngli^h and a half dozen other 
languages, and was in his day considered 
one of the best educated men in the East. 
He married Desdemona 
Couch, 
and 
three children blessed the union. One of 
these died in infancy, the rest grew to be 
man and woman but are now dead. His 
wife p assed away some twenty years ago, 
and at her death the doctor w*» alone— 
his last relative wa» gone. 
Some of the old legislatort can beat 
tell the itory of the doctor’i tavlg the life 
of Governor Russell 
of 
Massachuietts. 
The governor was sick In bed, help lett 
and hop eless. 
Sill lived in Worcester at 
the time, and in desp eration they sent for 
him to attend the governor. 
Nobody believed there wat 
an 
even 
chance to save the governor, bitt the vet­ 
eran doctor went about it in hit methodi­ 
cal way—so characteristic of him to-day, 
when he says, “God't will be done"—at­ 
tended the governor and 
brought 
him 
back to health. 
He is to-day only one of the hundreds 
of unfortunates of the big buildingt of 
the state p oor farm—a tottering old man, 
clean cut In ti^ire, mihtary sort of like— 
only that he is away fr.^m the life that 
rightly belongs to him--ap art from those 
with whom he should mingle. 
He is a 
weary unfortunate, whose sad life is be­ 
yond descrip tion when one understands 
the romance and tuccest of his former 
dav*.

value of Nebraska’s p rop erty 75 million 
dollars. Nebraska once was known as the 
"treeless state” Many farmers belie%'ed it 
was useless to p lan trees. 
The exp eri­ 
ments of Mr. Morton, exp loited by the 
United States Dep artment of Agriculture, 
convinced them that arborculture was p os­ 
sible. 
(Charles R. Skinner, state sup erintendent 
of schools of New York, declared recently 
th.it the value of New York school p rop ­ 
erty had increased nearly 2 milUon dol­ 
lars in the last few years, owing to the 
imp rovement from the tre» 's, shrubs and 
flowers p lanted by p up ils and teacherss on 
successive .Arlor days. The total value of 
the state’s school p rop erty is H8 million 
dollars. In the state of New York, a rec­ 
ord was kep t between 188*^ and IN'^W of 
the number of trees p lanted by school 
children aside from those p lanted during 
.^rbor day ceremonies, but owing to Arbor 
day influence. 
The 
rep ort shows that 
more than 2<X),000 trees w'ere “set out.” 
Ari)or day exercises consist usually of 
formal tree p lantings, nature lectures, 
chorusesj verse reading and, in the coun- 
try, p iaiics. In Sweden, where tree p lant­ 
ing IS almost A cult, the *tate authf)rities 
p rep are the ground for p lanting the seed 
and take the children of the schools to the 
p lace. 'I here each girl is given a sack of 
seed and is p laced at the head of a row of 
holes dug to receive them. 
Rebind each 
girl, a b<jy follows with a sp ade. His busi­ 
ness is to till in the earth over tlie seeds. 
A band p recedes the children, who march 
across the tract, p receeded by the national 
banner of Sweden, 
When they arrive at 
the op p osite side they gathrr around the 
flag and sing the national anthem.

the commune gives them a p icnic luncheon.
